A front dispatch said the United 
States Twenty-first Regiment was 
fighting a stubborn withdrawal 
action against Red tanks and in- 
fantry near Okchon, seven miles 
from burning Taejon on the main 
highway running southeast to the 
United States base port of Pusan. 

The immediate Communist ob- 
jective seemed to be the high- 
way junction of Yongdong, 23 
miles southeast of Taejon and 
100 miles northwest of Pusan. 

United States engineers blew up 
a bridge and railroad tracks just 
ahead of North Korean forces ad- 
vancing southeast of Taejon. 

Snipers’ Advance Reported. 

The dispatch said North Ko- 
rean guerrilla snipers were re- 
ported to have penetrated up to 
18 miles south of Taejon. 

Earlier reports said the Reds 
had attacked the new American 
defense line some four miles 
southeast of Taejon in regi- 
mental strength— probably 1500 
to 2000 men—with heavy tank 
support at 10:30 a.m. (7:30 p.m. 
Thursday St. Louis time). 

The latest dispatch indicated 
the heavy attack had forced the 
Americans to abandon their first 
lines of defense and fall: back 
deeper into the hills overlooking 
the roads running southeast and 
south from Taejon. 

It appeared that the North Ko- 
reans were trying desperately to 
smash on to the southeast before 
the Americans could regroup 
after losing Taejon. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur's 
headquarters did not issue its 
usual midnight communique on 
the Korean fighting, saying, 
“There has been no change in the 
situation.”

THEM IN TAEJON, 
~ EYEWITNESS SAYS 


Line of Retreat for Many 
Quickly Cut Off as Re- 


serve Units Wait in 
Hills for Call That 
Fails in Delivery.

WITH UNITED STATES

vivid eyewitness account of the 


Americans’ stand-up defense of 


Taejon came from a tired, dis- 
pirited group of soldiers under 
Lt. Milford Downey of Nocona, 
Tex., who had escaped early at- 


tempts at encirclement by enemy 
tanks and infantry. : 


They told how four enemy tanks 
with Red soldiers riding on them 
ran through an American convoy 


parked on the outskirts of Taejon. 
The tanks shot: up several trucks 
and jeeps containing sleeping sol- 
diers and then pressed on into 
the center of Taejon, where they 
formed a series of strong points 
for the enemy infantry which ear- 
lier had infiltrated American 
lines. 
Only Group to Escape. 

Downey's group straggling up 
the empty road leading from the 
city was the only group of Ameri- 
cans to escape during the day. 
All attempts to run_ supplies 
through the city failed and by 
late aftennoon yesterday it was 
obvious that the troops still hold- 


ing out in positions northwest of 
the city would soon find them- 
selves in an untenable position. 


Sgt. Robert D. Ayres of Rock 
Hill, S.C., said Lt. Downey’s 
platoon began .the retreat late 
Wednesday when their positions 
at Yosang, six miles northwest of 
Taejon, were flanked by several 
hundred Red troops. 

“We found we were cut off,” 
he said. “Plan A was put into 
effect—that meant we got word 
to withdraw. We shot our way 
out in a jeep that mounted a 
machine gun, bringing a truck 
along in the rear. Then we went 
right down the road toward the 
airstrip. At the first bridge we 
put up makeshift defenses on the 
south bank, but about 1 a.m. they 
hit us with tanks. Everything got 
pretty chaotic. At 3 a.m. we were 
completely disorganized and fall- 
ing back. 

Tanks Sprayed Vehicles. 


“Just about dawn we came up- 
on a line of vehicles belonging 
to a battalion defending the air- 
strip. For a moment we felt 
safer, but only for a moment. 
Then, two enemy tanks came bar- 
reling down the road, spraying 
right and left with machine guns. 
One of our men was killed and 
we had some wounded. I don't 
know how many men on the 
vehicles were hit but I know 
some were sleeping when the 
tanks hit. 

“They didn’t waste much time 
on the column but went into the 
middle of Taejon.” 

Within Taejon there was fur- 
fous house-to-house fighting 
around the concrete schoolhouse, 
which until a week ago had been 
the headquarters of American 
forces in Korea. In the plan of 
defense, the Americans had over- 
looked the ease with avhich this 
sprawling city could be infiltrated 
by small enemy groups. 

Once the Communist groups 
had themselves entrenched in 
buildings along the main supply 
routes through Taejon, American 
forces were effectively cut off 
from ammunition supplies. Per- 
haps there were only a few score 
enemy troops but they were 
copiously supplied with auto- 
matic small arms, and it would 
have taken a battalion to_route 
them. Since no reinforcement 
was immediately available, it ap- 
peared that the defending force 
had no alternative but to fight 
its way out.

DIRECT ARTILLERY 


TOKYO, July 21 (AP)—Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur issued a spe- 
cial communique today in praise 
of 18 Eighth Army liaison pilots 
who act as “eyes” for their own 
artillery and the Air Force. 

They have rolled up the “im- 
pressive overall average” of about 
3000 miles daily, MacArthur said.

WHOLESALE PRICE 
INDEX ADVANCES 
0.6 PCT. IN WEEK 


WASHINGTON, July 21 (UP)— 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported today that average whole- 
sale prices rose sixltenths of 1 
per cent in the week ended last 
Tuesday. Its index of 28 “sensi- 
tive” commodities jumped more 
than 3 per cent for the second 
consecutive week. 
_ The over-all index of about 400 
items stood at 162.9 per cent of 
the 1926 average, 3.7 per cent 
over a month ago and 5.8 per cent 
below the comparable week last 
year. 

The trend in “sensitive” spot 
market prices “was definitely up- 
ward,” although corn, steel scrap 
and steers declined slightly. 

Print cloth, cottonseed oil and 
rubber—all of which showed 
sharp advances last week—con- 
tinued to rise but at a slower rate. 
Some commodities, such as lead, 
lard, tallow and shellack, rose 
substantially this week. 

New postwar highs were set in 
the wholesale prices of wool tops, 
$2.15 a pound, and coffee, 56 
cents a pound.

AIDED BINAGGIO IN

Boss Tom Pendergast, Noonan 
joined the Binaggio organization 
when the gangster-politician rose 
to power in 1947. After Smith’s 
election, Noonan moved to Jef- 
ferson City. 

Campaign Records Obtained. 

The Kefauver committee had 
in its hands today bank accounts 
of the Democratic State Commit- 
tee and the Smith-for-Governor 
group, for the primary and gen- 
eral elections of 1948. The rec- 
ords were brought in under sub- 
pena by Alexander Vetter, vice 
president.,of the Central Missouri 
Trust Co. of Jefferson City, where 
the politicians banked the funds 
they did not keep in little boxes. 

B. E. (Squire) Ragland, assist- 
ant treasurer of the Democratic 
State Committee and possessor 
of the celebrated little box in 
which he kept $2000 donated to 
Smith’s campaign by William Mo- 
lasky, St. Louis racing news dis- 
tributor, made two appearances 
before the Kefauver committee 
yesterday, bringing in more rec- 
ords on the second yisit. He had 
forgotten some records when first 
summoned. 

Senator Estes Kefauver (Dem.), 
Tennessee, chairman of the com- 
mittee, was asked if banker Vet- 
ter had brought in the personal 
bank accounts of the politicians, 
including Gov. Smith. Kefauver 
replied that Vetter had supplied 
“information,” adding: “I don’t 
know as yet whether we will 
call in Smith’s bank accounts or 
not.” 

When a more specific answer 
was sought, Kefauver said: “I 
don’t think there is justification 
yet for calling for records on 
Smith.” : 

Yesterday's final session of a 
two-day inquiry here by the Sen- 
ate committee revealed Gov. 
Smith as a lover of flowers and 
a patron of picnics, all financed 
by a 2 per cent club. 

When it came time to brief the 
press on the results of the closed 
meeting, Senator Charles W. 
Tobey, New Hampshire Repub- 
lican, suggested to Chairman 
Kefauver: 

“Tell about the wondefful sys- 
tem of bookkeeping Ragland 
uses.” . 

‘Smiling, Kefauver related: ‘“Ap- 
parently there was what was 
called a Flower Fund in Smith’s 
office when he was state auditor. 
Some employes made voluntary 
contributions to the fund amount- 
ing to 2 per cent of their salaries. 
The balance on hand as shown 
by the books was not large— 
something over $1000. 


Where Money Went. 

“One half of these contributions 
was turned over to the Demo- 
cratic State Committee and one 
half was set aside for flowers, 
picnics and other things. 

“Then when Smith campaigned 
for Governor the fund was used 
to further his nomination. There 
was approximately $500 to $600 
in the account at that time. 

“It was a very poor method of 
bookkeeping, to say the least. 
Witness Ragland told us the con- 
tributions were on a voluntary 
basis.” 

“You don’t suppose,” mused 
Senator Tobey, “that Smith’s em- 
ployes got a little memo in their 
pay envelopes saying: ‘Fail not at 
your peril’?” 

Senator Kefauver reserved com- 
ment. 

In Concord, N. H., today, Sena- 
tor Tobey’s staff quoted him a§ 
saying the Crime Committee has 
found evidence of “connivance be- 
tween law enforcement officers, 
Democratic political organizations 
and the criminal underworld” in 
and around Kansas City. 

Tobey promised that public dis- 
closure would be made of a “re- 
vealing chain of evidence.” He 
said Senator Kefauver assured 
him the inquiry will proceed “in 
a straight line, wherever it leads,” 
including details of the 1946 Kan- 
sas City election frauds. 

A statement from Tobey’s office 
said he was convinced there was 
a connection between the murders 
of Binaggio and Charles Gargotta 
and the operations of the Kansas 
City Police Board.

Pendergast Heard.

Jim had not 
been scheduled originally, but 
Senator Tobey flew here to sit 
with Senator Kefauver and he 
demanded a look at one of Presi- 
dent Truman’s friends.

Reports indicate that the Chi- 
nese Red air force in the 
Shanghai - Hangchow area now 
numbers 200 planes, including 
jets and light bombers. This is 
more than three times the num- 
ber of planes reported in the area 
three months ago, and it is im- 
possible to learn how many more 
planes may be waiting in remote 
northwest China and Manchuria. 
These planes are believed to in- 
clude Russian-built models and 
aircraft purchased wy the Chinese 
Communists from eastern Europe. 

Major airfields along the Zast 
China coast are practically com- 
plete from which these planes 
can move to provide air umbrcl- 
las for Chinese Communist inva- 
sion and attack on the National-

If the Russians and the Chin- 
ese Communists invoke their 
mutual assistance pact on 
charges of United States ag- 
gression against China, the in- 
vasion fleets probably would be 
assisted by Russian submarines.

That, he said, must await a res- 
toration of peace and security in 
that area. 

Matter for Jap Treaty. 

The United States and Britain 
agreed ‘in principle” at Cairo in 
1943 that control of Formosa at 
the end of the Japanese war 
would go to China.

This 
principle was affirmed at Pots- 
dam in 1945. It would be legal- 
ly attended to in the Jap peace 
treaty. However the victory of 
the Communists over Chiang 
raised the issue of recognition, 
and the peace treaty hasn't been 
worked out yet. 

Recently there~ has been talk 
that an effort may be made to 
place the island under a U.N. 
trusteeship for a period and then 
to let the Formosans themselves 
decide.

pendence. 
In the last analysis, however, 


In addition, at least two and 
perhaps three South Korean di- 
visions have been reconstituted 
into reasonably effective fighting 
units. 

We have complete mastery of 
the air, virtually unopposed. 

We also have complete mastery 
of the sea, which in a war fought 
in a peninsula exposes the enemy 
to the constant threat of am- 
phibious assault behind his front. 

The stabilization of a strong 
American defensive front, with 
both flanks resting securely on 
the sea—as forecast some days 
ago in these reports—is now 
definitely in sight. 

This front may take form along 
the mountain ridge which runs 
from the northeast to southwest 
some 30 miles east of Taejon. 
However, this ridge, considered 
as a defensive position running 
diagonally from the east to the 
south coast of Korea, is a very 
long front to be defended by a 
force of five or six divisions. It 
is therefore possible that a 
further withdrawal to a shorter 
front may eventually be necessary. 


Red Losses Cited. 


But we (and the anxious men 
in the Kremlin) must also keep in 
mind the severe reduction of the 
North Korean offensive capabili- 
ties, which has resulted from the 
heavy fighting along the Kum 
river and from the constant at- 
tacks of our Air Force and naval 
aviation on the lengthening sup- 
ply lines through the peninsula. 
The long enemy pause before 
Taejon was undoubtedly in large 
part because of these losses. It 
may well be that the offensive 
power of the North Korean army 
is being whittled away to such a 
degree that even an extended 
front may now prove beyond its 


versity, is on vacation. 


power, if not materially aided 
from outside, to penetrate. 

Once our defensive position is 
firmly established, wherever it 
may be situated, our purpose will 
be to hold fast to it until suffi- 
cient reinforcements have arrived 
to enable us to go over to the 
offensive. 


The straims and stresses im- 
posed on the North Koreans by 
the present and prospective 
state of affairs are very great 
indeed. 

They must now bring up sup- 
plies and reinforcements over 
hundreds of miles of railway 
and of bad roads, all under con- 
stant attack from our Air Force, 
and subject to sudden unpre- 
dictable strikes by our naval 
aviation. . 

If a penetration of our de- 
fensive front is desired, it can 
be attempted only in such force 
as can be concentrated for the 
purpose during a single night. 
Concentration by day would be 
suicidal unless fog or a pro- 
tracted spell of extremely bad 


weather affords an unusual op- 
portunity. 

Finally, the threat of amphibi- 
ous attacks in the enemy rear 
area and against his extended 


supply lines must now con- 
Stagtly be kept in mind. The 
enemy cannot hope to anticipate 
such attacks, having no navy and 
very little air reconnaissance. 
Such attacks will come literally 
as bolts from the blue. The en- 
emy must, for example, be pain- 
fully conscious that the First Ma- 
rine Division, probably the finest 
amphibious landing force in the 
world, is on its way across the 
Pacific at this moment, combat 
loaded and ready to strike the 
moment it reaches Korean waters. 
The landing of the First Cavalry 
Division at Pohang has doubtless 
served as an unpleasant reminder 
to the North Korean high com- 
mand of American capabilities in 
the way of amphibious operations. 
Russia Has Resources. 

The Soviet Union possesses in 
the Far East forces of just the 
type needed to offset many of 
these present American advan- 
tages. The Soyiet Far Eastern air 
force can probably put twice as 
many planes into Korean skies 
as we can at the present moment, 
including squadrons of jet fight- 
ers which could cause us infinite 
difficulty and some losses. The 
Soviet Far Eastern fleet includes

Here two facts are worth not- 
ing.

Second, as Truman did not hint, 
at least four billion of this bill 
represents the net dollar cost of 
Louis Johnson’s experiment in 
“economy.” 

Navy’s Power Reduced. 


To prove the first point, it is 
only necessary to tot up the total 
of what is now clearly required. 
Take the Navy first. Over all, the 
best estimate is that Johnson has 
reduced the combat capabilities 
of the Navy 30 per cent. It must 
now be obvious that the first 
order of business is io restore 
the pre-Johnson level of Navy 
combat power. The most compe- 
tent naval authorities estimate 
that this: will require three bil- 
lion dollars this year, if the Navy 
is to be restored to its pre-John- 
son strength within a year and a 
half to two years. 

The same time lag applies to 
the effort to rebuild the serious 
American Air Force which was 
in prospect before Johnson took 
over. The Johnsonian reductions 
in American air strength must 
await a further detailed report. 
Here it is enough to say that, 
since Korea, the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff have agreed unanimously 
that it will not be enough to re- 
turn even to the pre-Johnson 
level of Air Force power. 

Instead, the Joint Chiefs are 
convinced that the 70-group Air 
Force, long recommended by 
every competent authority, has 
now become absolutely essential. 
Johnson initially resisted this 
view, but he apparently has been 
over-ridden. At any rate, pre- 
liminary Air Force estimates are 
that it will now require an im- 
mediate capital investment of 
four to five billion dollars to 
start the Air Force toward 70 
groups, with reasonable rapidity. 

That leaves only two or three 


billion dollars out of Truman's 
10 billion dollars for the Army, 
where the talk about the magical 
now weapons, which have sup- 
posedly made the tank and the 
infantry obsolete, has now died 
to an inaudible whisper. Two or 
three billion dollars will be only 
enough to make a start toward 
recreating the two divisions axed 
by Johnson; restoring the gutted 
strength of existing divisions: and 
creating a serious armored force, 


As for the cost in time, it takes 
at least a year and a half to train 
an infantryman for modern war+ 
fare. Gen. Joseph Collins, Army 
Chief of Staff, is authority for the 
statement that it will need 
“years” to transform the card- 
board mockups, which now syme- 
bolize the virtually non-existent 
American armored force, into the 
real thing. And when the new 
tanks begin to reach the produc- 
tion stage, army spending will 
shoot up. 

Since no final estimates have 
been made, the dollar figures 
given above are not precise. But 
they are enough to show that the 
President’s figure of 10 billion 
dollars, massive as it is, may not 
be enough even for the first in- 
stallment on American re-arma- 
ment. Moreover, as Truman ime 
plied, three or four billion more 
are needed to make the Military 
Aid program to the Atlantic na- 
tions a reality, instead of the 
sham it now is* Thus the total ex- 
tra appropriations this year may 
well top 14 billion, even if the 
fighting in Korea goes Better than 
is now anticipated. 


Waste in Economy. 


At least four billion dollars of 
these 14 billion, moreover, repre- 
sent sheer waste. For it is now 
clear that the Johnsonian “econo- 
my” program has been about as 
economical as driving a car by 
alternately slamming on _ the 
brakes and speeding up to 60 
miles an hour. The case of the

pends mainly on the military fate 
of the island which is at this 
moment the uneasy “baby” of the 
United States Seventh Fleet.

End of the First Phase 


The slow process of getting an army into a 
place where it had not expected to fight finally 
is in high gear. And for the first time since 
the Korean war began, there is news from the 


- battlefront to back up a conviction that United 


Nations forces will not be driven out. 


General MacArthur gave good grounds for op- 
timism in his communique summarizing the 
progress of the Communist invasion to date. 
“With the depioyment in Korea of major ele- 
ments of the righth Army now accompilished, 
the first phase of the campaign has ended and 
with it the chance for victory by the Nérth 
Korean forces,” the communique said. 


Even the fall of Taejon does not cast a serious 
shadow over this brighter picture, for capture 
of the city had been expected ever since the 
Twenty-fourth division’s Kum river line was 
broken six days ago. Perhaps the most sig- 
nificant factor about the fall of Taejon is that 
it took the Communists six days to capture it, 
even though only a rear guard had been left to 
contest the North Korean advance. 

This attests what General MacArthur so rightly 
called the skill and valor of the relative handful 
of American soldiers who have been in action in 
Korea against overwhelming odds thus far. It 
also indicates that the air and naval strength 
the United, Nations has been able to muster is 
being felt now in the place that matters most, 
the front lines. 

One of the most encouraging things which 
has happened thus far—one which General Mac- 
Arthur did not mention—is the failure of the 
Chinese Communists, or other Communist forces, 
to come to the direct battlefield assistance of 
the North Koreans. 

That has weighed heavily on the~United Na- 
tions’ side of the scale, and the world needs to 
remember what the effect could be if the 
Chinese Communists do enter the fray when the 
battle finally is reversed and United Nations 
forces begin moving north instead of south. 
It also should be remembered that until we can 
take the offensive, there may be more delaying 
actions and withdrawals ahead. 


But the first -phase is indeed over. Gone are 
the terrible days when South Koreans and only 
a few companies of green American soldiers 
found themselves fighting tanks with little more 
than rifles, hopes and prayers. Adequate ba- 
zookas to knock out tanks are in use, overpow- 
ering air strength has been brought to bear. 


And tragic though casualty lists must always 
be, there is every reason to be glad that the list 
is as short as-it has been. Through the sacrifice 
of those on that list, the nation and the free 
world finally have been alerted to the danger 
they face.

Light on the Ballot Theft? 


Senator Tobey’ said in Kansas City that the 
Kefauver. committee, of which he is a member, 
believes that there is a connection between the 
murder of Charles Bihaggio and the unsolved 
theft of vote-fraud ballots from the Jackson 
county courthouse in 1947. 

The New Hampshire Senator, who is an es- 
pecially diligent investigator, added: “We think 
we are going to prove they were linked before 
we are through.” 

This sounds as though there may be some real 
light soon on a crime which local, state and 
federal authorities ostensibly found beyond their 
powers of solution. Perhaps the Kefauver com- 
mittee will succeed where even the FBI failed. 

If so, the revelations will be too late to put 
the culprits behind bars. The statute of limita- 
tions now intervenes. The information would be 
highly useful nonetheless. It would bring out 
new details of the alliance of crime and politics. 
And it might explain why the authorities found 
the case so baffling. 

Senator Tobey’s statement, of course, does not 
clear it up. It merely suggests a probability. 
But we trust the Kefauver committee will use 
all its resources to run down whatever.clues are 
the basis for Senator Tobey’s hope.

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Repeal the Wherry Rule 


When 60 out of 96 Senators are unable to 
bring a measure before the Senate for debate, 
something is wrong with the Senate rules. 

During the two tests this session on the Fair 
Employment Practices Bill, 55 Senators at one 
time and five additional Senators at another 
time have expressed themselves in favor of con- 
sidering the measure. That should be more 
than enough to end a filibuster, but under pres- 
ent rules i¢ isn’t. 

The present rules were adopted by a deal be- 
tween the Republican leadership and the South- 
ern Democrats. Their history amply justified 
Senator Morse, Oregon Republican, when he said: 

It is my judgment that the road block to 
the passage of civil-rights legislation by the 

Congress is the Wherry resolution, which re- 


quires a so-called constitutional two-thirds 
vote for the application of cloture. 


Let me say that, in my judgment, the Re- 
publican party has an obligation to the 
American people, if the Republican party 
really wants civil-rights legislation enacted, 
to repeal the Wherry resolution. 


Not only for the sake of civil-rights legisla- 
tion, but for the principle of a democratically 
functioning Senate, it is the responsibility of 
both parties to change the rule. Under proper 
safeguards to assure adequate debate, the Senate 
should be able to end filibusters by a straight 
majority. Until that is done, the leading legis- 
lative body of the leading democracy stands be- 
fore the world on feet of clay.

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Now It’s a Sales Tax! 


The voters of St. Louis have been promised 


$3000 worth of highly unusual education. The. 


money was voted by. the Democratic city com- 
mittee for a campaign against the new charter. 
The chief teachers are to be Sheriff Callanan 
and Mofris A. Shenker. Both men certainly 
have reputations in this city, but we wonder if 
they are of the sort to recommend them as ad- 
vocates of civic improvement. 

Although he was pretty busy advising some of 
the gamblers summoned to appear before the 
Kefauver committee, Mr. Shenker found the 
time to explain that his brand of education 
would center on the charter’s authorization of 
“the imposition of neW and additional taxes on 
all phases of human activities in St. Louis.” 


This is a broad tip-off that the Callanan- 
Shenker teachings will run along the theme of 
the whispering campaign already being directed 
against the charter. That theme, of course, is 
that the charter means new taxes. This has 
been denied and disproved over and over again. 
But the misrepresentations and innuendos con- 
tinue to be heard. There is no let-up in the 
effort to trick people. 

The latest misrepresentation is that the char- 
ter would impose a municipal sales tax. This, 
to be quite blunt, is a lie. As John IL. Rollings, 
executive secretary of the AFL Central Trades 
and Labor Union and a member of the Board of 
Freeholders, has explained: “What some people 
are calling a sales tax authorization is simply the 
merchants’ and manufacturers’ tax which has 
been on the books for time out of mind.” The 
fact is that this authorization was lifted bodily 
out of the old charter into the document which 
will be before the voters for approval on Aug. 1. 


One would like to devote more space to the 
positive benefits of the new charter—and they 
are many—instead of to the refutation of insinu- 
ations. If Sheriff Callanan and Mr. Shenker 
were as interested in genuine public service as 
they are in political power and political jobs, 
they could be a big help. 
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Honor Where It Is Due 


The principal target of the troglodyte, anti- 
everything smear brigade in recent months has 
been Dean Acheson, one of America’s most dis- 
tinguished Secretaries of State.

For, in the words of Freedom House, his has 
indeed been a “valiant and constructive voice 
leading the democratic world toward unity 
against tyranny.” 

He has carried forward the great policy 
of his predecessor, General Mafshall, in organiz- 
ing the nations of North America and Western 
Europe. In the face of violent opposition and 
unbelievable blindness, he has fought hard, and 
with considerable success, to give aid to the hun- 


_ gry, the fearful and oppressed of the free world. 


And the award to him is a well-deserved re- 
buke to the McCarthys, Wherrys and McCor- 
micks. Freedom House went out of its way to 
announce that this is a bi-partisan award, and 
that he has had to struggle against “those in 
our land who use the dangers of the moment® 
to confuse and divide us at a time when unity 
is a paramount need.” 

May the wolves take note. 
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Fairness Is Essential 

Senator Taft and Representative Wolcott seem 
to feel that President Truman asked for broader 
economic powers than he needs to meet the Ko- 
rean war situation.,These two Republicans, how- 
ever, seem to be in a very small minority. Judg- 
ing by the congressional response to manpower 
requests, it is well nigh certain that the eco- 
nomic mobilization bill will get quick approval 
in both the House and the Senate. 

An Associated Press report suggests that Sec- 
retary of Commerée Sawyer is inclined to be- 
lieve that voluntary agreements as to the alloca- 
tion of materials and the like will suffice, even 
with this law on the books. 

Of course, it would be wonderful if the United 
States could meet the challenge of Communist 
aggression without_any shifts in its economic 
and industrial life. But such an attitude would 
point straight down the road of Too Little and 
Too Late. The President’s request for 10 billion 
dollars alone demonstrates’ that the United 
States has talen on an extraordinary burden. 

Perhaps Representative Wolcott was not far 
from the truth when he said that “in 30 days 
the President will be back here asking for price 
and wage controls.” If tighter controls should 
become necessary, they should be clamped down 
on an over-all basis. 

Direct control over wages, profits and prices, 

if deenied necessary, should come in a one- 
package authorization. The nation still clearly 
recalls the disorders and the inequities which 
resulted from the piecemeal relaxation of war- 
time controls. Inequities would be just as great 
if ceilings were reimposed on wages and not on 
profits and prices, or vice versa. To be fair, a 
freeze should be a freeze. 
, So long as it is fair, there need be no concern 
about the willingness of the public to accept any 
necessary measure. The American people know 
that peace and freedom are at stake. 
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Too Much of What Good Things? 


Brushing the teeth after every meal makes 
them more susceptible tp dental decay. This 
is the opinion reached by Dr. R. E. T. Hewat, 
of the dental committee éf the New Zealand 
Medical Research Council, after a year’s testing.

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Stalin: A Hitler or a Czar?

If he is in line of power-mad dictators we must prepare for world 
war, says writer; but if Red leader follows pattern of czars, Korea 
may be regarded as border skirmish, not showdown with West: rid- 
dle holds key to problem of how much mobilization is needed now.

It would be relatively easy for the top 
command in Washington to determine the 
amount of mobilization required by the 
present situation if it were possible to 
arrive at a sure estimate of Russian strate- 
gy. Unfortunately, no sure estimate is 
available. 

We simply do not know, and cannot 
know, whether the Russians regard the 
Korean war as a lo¢éal, colonial venture or 
as an initial move in 
a grand design of 
conquest which is 
supposed to end with 
Moscow as the pow- 
er capital of the 
world. 

It could be either 
one. And you can 
argue it either way 
with about equal 
documentation. 

Another way to 
state the question 
which perplexes the 
policy makers of 
Washington is to ask 
whether we assume 
Stalin to be in the historic line of succes- 
sion from Hitler and Mussolini or from 
the czars of Russia’s own past. 


If you assume that Stalin is driven by 
the same type of power concepts which 
led both Hitler and Mussolini to their 
doom, then we must prepare for the al- 
most certainty of a third world war, to 
come whenever the master minds of the 
Kremlin decide the time is most advantage- 
ous to their purposes. 


But Stalin is also a Russian, and it can 
be that his behavior in coming months 
will more nearly be after the Russian pat- 
tern than after the Hitler-Mussolini pat- 
tern. If this is the case, then we are 


dealing with an entirely different prob- 
lem. 


The ancient technique of the czars was 
to acquire territory for Russia gradually 
by what used to be called frontier or 
colonial wars, but avoiding major war. 


Modern Russia has engaged in such wars, 
just as ancient Russia did. In the ’30s 
of this century the present Government 
of Russia, then as now under Joseph Stalin, 
fought a series of border wars with Japan 
along the Amur river. Battlés in those 
border wars involved many more troops 
than are engaged in Korea today, and 
many more casualties. They were major 
military actions, contested strenuously by 
both sides. Yet they were treated by both 
countries as a local issue. 


That sort of thing happened many times 
in czarist Russia. It was a technique em- 
ployed among other countriés as well. The 
Crimean War was such a war of limited 
objectives waged by Britain and France 
against one frontier of Russia to induce 
the Russians to relax their pressure on the 
Turks. It succeeded. It never led to a 
general war. 


It may be that Russia of today regards 
the Korean war as a frontier venture; re- 
gards Korea as a place to be taken if 
possible or abandoned if necessary, but 
not as a major issue between Moscow and 
the West. 


If you assume that this is the case, then 
we want an absolute minimum of mobiliza- 
tion necessary to decide the issue in Ko- 
rea, for it would be absurd to upset the 
economic recovery of the Western world 
over a single frontier war. It would be 
almost as harmful to the interests,of the 
United States to over-prepare for a colo- 
nial war as to under-prepare for a major 
war. 


St. Louis-Kansas City Toll Road? 


From the Kansas City Star ‘ 


There is no question of public demand 
for ultra-modern highways of the type 
usually built by tolls. 

In the trafficways committee of the Citi- 
zens Regional Planning council a toll road 
suggestion has*stirred immediate interest. 
The still very general idea is for a St. 
Louis-Kansas City turnpike. 

With such a highway probably you could 
drive from Kansas City to St. Louis in 
three and one-half hours with greater safe- 
ty than a 6-hour trip on highway 40 to- 
day. You could drive without strain and 
be about as safe as you wanted to be. On 
such a route there is no fear of the fool 
coming toward you on the wrong side of 
the highway, no fear of a car pulling out 
from a side road. It is smooth, comfort- 
able driving all the way and you average 
whatever cruising you choose. 

In the face of such a glamorous prospect 
obviously only obstacle is financial 
support. Where the traffic is heavy enough 
to pay off the bonds with tolls, getting a 
toll road should be a fairly simple propo- 
sition. No thorough study has been made 


of possible revenue for a St. Louis-Kan- 
as City turnpike. Judging by what we 
have heard from qualified engineers the 
route doesn’t yet have the traffic to un- 
derwrite a toll road. But a full study 
might tell a different story. 

Where revenue bonds cannot be issued 
for the full cost some states are consid- 
ering a combination of tolls and state sup- 
port to make up the difference. Colorado 
is proceeding on that basis for a turn- 
pike from Denver to Boulder. As the traf- 
fic increases the state obligation goes 
down or vanishes. 

The heavier traffic areas of the East are 
in a developing era of turnpiles. for 
most of the distance from Portland, Me., 
to Wilmington, Del., turnpikes are either 
in use or on the way. The highly suc- 
cessful Pennsylvania turnpike is being ex- 
tended east across the state. Ohio is con- 
sidering ambitious plans. New York is 
beginning to act on a big plan for an ex- 
pressway from New York City to Buffalo. 

The possibilities for financing such a 
road from St. Louis to Kansas City are 
well worth a careful study.

They are being circulated in 
the United States. Down in 
Winston-Salem, N. C., which is a 
éong way from Moscow, they were 
recently handed around by W. A. 
McGirt jr., an organizer for the 
Food, Tobacco, Agricultural and 
Allied Workers Union. This is 
a Communist-dominated union 
ousted from the CIO in February 
It has been striving to 
control local unions in which 
there is a high percentage of 
Negro workers. 


For an Honest Peace. 


It happens that the executive 
of the Winston-Salem 
Journal and Sentinel is Wallace 
Carroll. Carroll directed the Lon- 
don branch of the Office of War 
Information during World War 
II. He has an understanding of 
propaganda warfare as it is waged 
between truth and falsehood. 

His reaction to the appearance 
of the Stockholm peace petitions 
in his home town was not to say,

“We invite all friends of peace 
to sign this statement.” 


U.S. Initiative Needed. 


That petition, or something 
very like it, should be circulated 
not in Winston-Salem alone, not 
in North Carolina alone. It should 
be circulated in every country 
where the Iron Curtain doesn’t 
keep it out. 

We have nothing like an organ- 
ized party, such as the Commu- 
nists have, to do that for us. But. 
I feel confident the friends of 
freedom and true peace in almost 
every country would take it up 
if the initiative came from the 
United States. 


That is the trouble and the 
tragedy. The initiative has not 
been forthcoming from America. 
So much that we do is negative 
and almost always defensive. By 
default almost we have let Com- 
munism pick up and pervert such 
noble words as “peace” and “‘de- 
mocracy.”

The House Un-American Activ- 
ities Committee reacts to the 
Stockholm petitions by crying 
“chicanery.”. How childish and 
pathetic! Of course, it is chican- 
ery.

John Marshall smashed one world 
swimming record and a flock of 
American standards yesterday but 


had to share the spotlight with a 
quiet, 17-year-old high school 
senior from Hawaii. 


That would be Ford Konno, who 
swam a competitive mile for the 
first time in his life and bettered 
the world mark of 20:29 set in 
1942 by another Hawaiian, Keo 
Nakama. 

But the luck of the draw gave 
Marshall a lane in the first heat 
of the mile preliminaries, opening 
event in the 1950 men’s outdoor 
A.A.U. championships. He went 
the distance in 20:09.6 for a world 
and ari American record. Konno 
came through with a 20:22.3 effort 
in the second heat. 

This pointed up a two-man race 
for tonight’s mile final—an event 
that was expected to be all 


Marshall—with the rest of the i 
pack fighting for second place.) 


Konno said he thought he swam 
as well as he could for the mile, 
but did not appear overly tired. 
He had competed in the past at 


1500 meters, which is about 120 | 


yards short of a mile. 

It wasn’t the fastest the Aus- 
tralian had ever done the mile. On 
July 7 at New Haven, Conn., he 
was timed in 19:49.4 in an A.A.U. 
sanctioned effort. 

His coach, Bob Kiphuth, said 
both yesterday’s and the July 7 
performances would be submitted 
to the National A.A.U. convention 
in Washington, D.C., next Decem- 
ber for ratification. 

Yesterday was to have been a 
quiet day of qualifying for one 


event, but suddenly it earned a 


piece of spotlight when Marshall 
said he would go after numerous 
intermediate records. 

With a crowd of around 2000 in 
the stands, the Yale star beat the 
recorded American bests for 550, 
1000 and 1320 yards and 1000 
meters, just as he had intended. 
Termed “noteworthy  perform- 
ances” in the record books, the 
550-yard standard was 6:14.9 and 
the 1320 was 15:27.8, both set by 
Ralph Flanagan of Miami in the 
late '30s. Marshall made them in 
6:05.1 and 15:04 respectively. 

The timers—there were 36 of 
them clustered around the 55-yard- 
long Colman pool—caught him at 
11:18.3 for 1000 yards, which beat 
another Flanagan record of 11:37. 

He also wiped out the national 
1000-meter mark of 12:43.2 
chalked up by Seattle’s Jack Medi- 
ca in 1933. Marshall was timed in 
12:24.6 for the distance.

Artistic Cold Feet 


WO of the week’s new films use mountains as de- 

T vices to Work emotional climaxes out of their characters. 

In “THE GLASS MOUNTAIN,” British picture at the 
SHADY OAK THEATER, the peak in question labors to bring 
forth love. It makes up the mind of Michael 

WW Denison, playing a fretful composer, who for 

43 most of the film has been unable to choose 
between his wife (Dulcie Gray) and an Ital- 
ian beauty (Valentina Cortesa) who rescues 
him when he parachutes onto the mountain 
in Italy after his airplane is shot down during 
the war. 

Miss Cortesa, who displays a warm and appealing beauty 
she hasn't been allowed to exploit properly in her American 
films to date, tells Michael a legend about the peak. The 
spirit of a girl who has died amid its snows keeps calling 
to her lover at his wedding feast and lures him away from 
his bride to wander on the glassy slopes and fall to his death 
off a cliff. After the war, Michael writes an opera around 
the legend and has it pro@uced in Italy, meanwhile taking 
up with Valentina again. While the first performance is be- 
ing played, the composer’s wife, flying to see it, crashes in 
her small plane on the Glass Mountain. The composer is told 
of it and sets out to find her, realizing it is she whom he 
really loves. One is all set for a double-barreled tragic ending 
with the composer wandering over a cliff in his search, 
but the producers lose their nerve, the wife is found miracu- 
lously alive, and the husband comes safely upon her in time 
for a conventional happy ending. 

The film has never exactly whipped itself up into a 
poignant or compelling love drama up to the denouement, and 
the ending itself is distinctly anticlimactic and flaccid. The 
best thing about the film is the score of the opera itself, 
written by Nino Rota, and mostly sung by Tito Gobbi, the 
La Scala baritone. Mr. Gobbi, who was seen here before in 
the Italian film, “The Barber of Seville,” demonstrates an 
exuberant personality, handsome countenance and rich, power- 
ful voice in his first English language film that marks him 
‘as Hollywood star timber. We believe this effort would have 
been more effective all around if it had stuck to the straight 
opera woven around the mystic legend and had shucked 
off the modern counterpart. 


Mountain Climbing Drama 


In “THE WHITE TOWER” at the ST. LOUIS, a mountain 
is used to bring into focus the characters of six persons who 
try to climb it. It has never been scaled before, and, after 
observing the hazards of mountain climbing, it could remain 

unconquered forever as far as we're con- 
cerned. A good, rugged climb up Art Hill 
will satisfy our yearnings in that direction 
hereafter, thank you. 

Now, the obvious reason anyone would 
want to climb a mountain as dangerous as 
this one is because he is a bit touched in 
the head. But the film, following the novel 

by James Ramsey Ullman, can’t let it go with that perfectly 
logical explanation. No, to each of the six climbers it is a 
symbol of a challenge. A beautiful girl (Valli) wants to scale 
it because her father died trying it. A former American Army 
pilot (Glenn Ford), who at first is sensible enough to smile at 
the idea, does it because he falls in love with her and wants 
to help her. An arrogant ex-Nazi (Lloyd Bridges) sees in it a 
chance to prove himself a superman and sneer at the weaker 
nationalities. A middle-aged French author, a failure and a 
drunkard, sees in the climb a last chance to redeem himself. 
An English naturalist (Cedric Hardwicke) does it out of loyalty 
to his old friend, Valli’s father, and gracefully retires when 
he becomes a burden; and a Swiss guide (Oscar Homolka) is 
bound by a sense of duty. 

The film is in Technicolor, and there are some startlingly 
beautiful shots, actually taken of and on Mont Blanc in the 
French Alps. The climbing closeups of the principals are 
obviously studio made, but the narrow escapes portrayed still 
are realistic enough to give the viewer nervous prostration. 
The philosophic considerations are too slick, pat and fabri- 
cated, especially the differences between the Nazi and the 
others, to be worth serious consideration. The film climbs 
higher physically than tt does dramatically. The tension of 
the climbing sequences give it its chief interest. 


What's Funny About It? 


“IN THE FOREIGN LEGION” at the FOX is the twenty- 
fifth comedy Bud Abbott and Lou Costello have made ‘since 
1940. After seeing this, I suspect the boys are getting by 
chiefly on momentum. Usually no matter how allergic one 

may be to the pair, they come up with a few 
good examples of low comedy. But for this 
melange of stock A & C gestures, business 
and situations, I couldn't work up even a 
weak smile. I realize the funny fellows have 
their loyal following which makes them box- 
office stalwarts, yet none of the opening 
afternoon crowd seemed to be exactly con- 
vulsed. There is some comment on wrestling “showmanship” 
mixed up with the Foreign Legion antics, but it is too ob- 
vious to be effective. Patricia Medina, as a French secret 
agent, provides an optical cushion. 

The co-feature, “SPY HUNT,” has some mild melo- 
dramatic interest, mostly because it mixes up a spy plot 
with two snarling panthers who escape into the Swiss moun- 
tains from their'cages in a wrecked freight car. The vicious 
beasts are the objects of a determined hunt because one 
of them has microfilm hidden in his collar which will ex- 
pose A Certain Power before the United Nations.

After Sad Experience on Train, Henry Falls in Love With Little Country

LUXEMBOURG, July 21 

HEN I got off the train at 
W Luxembourg today I was so 

hungry that I was of a mind 
to tear out to Madame Minister 
Perle Mesta’s, yell, “I'm an Amer- 
ican citizen!” and demand a plate 
or two of the leftovers from her 
last party. 

The fact that I staggered off 
the train near famished stemmed 
from a misunderstanding on my 
part of international currency, 
and not because there wasn’t any 
food on the train in which I 
travelled from Brussels. Indeed, 
it was loaded with food of all 


sorts, and it was the sight of _ 


other passengers tearing into the 
viands that drove me half crazy. 

We left Brussels early in the 
morning and decided to have 
breakfast on the train, figuring it 
would help pass the time. We 
were in a combination sleeper- 
diner and Jean was just about to 
order a whopping breakfast when 
my eyes roamed over the choice 
of foods and the price list oppo- 
site them. 

“Whoa, gal!” I shouted. “We 
aren't having any breakfast on 
this train. This must be the 
American Suckers Special.” 

I showed her the price list. For 
a smidgen of orange juice, one 
scrambled egg, two strips of ba- 
con, bread, butter, jam and tea, 
the tariff was 500 francs. 

“That can’t possibly be right,”

T’S a tiny place, only three 

stories high, but it has every-

There 
are innumerable turrets, towers 
and spires, balconies with delicate 
grill work, a coat of arms.all done 
in rose, blue and gold, and count- 
less little windows, just the right 
size for a golden-haired Princess to 
lean from and wave goodbye to 
her Prince as he rides away on a 
snow white charger. 

There is really nothing out of 
keeping with the palace in the 
whole country, including the size 
of the country itself. Its greatest 
length from north to south is 51 
miles, and from. east to west 35 
miles. 

The city of Luxembourg is 
dotted with forts and watchtow- 
ers built by a succession of con- 
querors, and looking at them with 
the hills and forest as a backdrop, 
they appear as if they were built 
to be used by toy soldiers. 

No people in Europe are more 
appreciative of America’s help 
during and since World War II 
than those of Luxembourg. No bet- 
ter evidence of this can be found 
than in the beautiful way they 
keep up the American Military 
Cemegery some three miles from 
the cly. Here, on a gentle slope 
leading to a great forest, are the 


‘graves of 5200 men, most of whom 


laid down their lives during the 
Rundstedt offensive in the Ar- 
dennes. Gen. George S. Patton’s 
grave is here, marked by the same 
type wooden cross as the graves 
of the men he led. His grave is 
placed in front of his men, be- 
neath an American flag, in about 
the same place he would stand to 
review his troops.

WHAT’S THE ORIGIN? 
WILL you please give the 
‘ —— of the name Illinois? 
Also, please explain the 
term “Illini” as applied to the 
football team of the University 
of Illinois. Ted Husing accents 
Illini on the second syllable, 
which he pronounces like the 
word “lie.” Isn't that wrong? 
—A.V. 

A. Let us discuss the questions 
in the order in which you have 
asked them. 

1. The name Illinois evolved 
from the Indian tribal name 
Illiniwek, from [Ilini, meaning 
literally “man.” The -ek of 
Illinwek is the plural termination. 
Early French explorers changed 
the -ek to -ois, a French mascu- 
line suffix. The name finally 
evolved as Illinois, with the pre- 
ferred pronunciation: ill-i-NOY, 

2. The term Illini is a nick- 
name that is both plural and 
singular. It designates a student 
or the students of the University 
of Illinois, am alumnus or the 
alumni of the school, an individ- 
ual player or the varsity team as 
a whole. It has its origin, of 
course, in the tribal name Ilini, 
but Illini is spelled with two “‘l’s” 
due to the influence of the name 
Illinois. 

3. Ted Husing’s pronunciation 
of Illini is quite correct. The 
first “I” is short as in “ill.” The 
second and third “i” have the 
long sound, rhyming with “by, 
my.” The accent falls on the 
second syllable. Think of the 
three words, “ill, eye, night,” and 
say: ill-EYE-nigh.

THE REHEARSAL of past his- 
tory is also valuable because it 
shows that the United States took 
literally the fact that the South 
Koreans were not arming for an 
aggressive war, but were to be 
supplied only for the peace time 
purpose of policing. It is quite 
evident now that the North Ko- 
reans were equipped with mate- 
rial and trained for aggressive 
war. From the very beginning 
the United Nations has stated that 
its objective was a unified free 
government in Korea and, I think 
we can take it for granted that 
this is still the objective of the 
United Nations. Therefore, it 
seems that we should reply, in 
answer to the offer made by 
Prime Minister Nehru of India, 
that until the North Koreans 
withdraw to the thirty-eighth par- 
allel, it is impossible for peace- 
ful negotiations to be carried on, 
but when that occurs we are 
ready to proceed with negotia- 
tions to achieve the U.N. objective 
of a unified and peaceful Korea. 

The assertion by the USSR that 
they will only use their influence 
on the North Koreans for retire- 
ment after they have gained their 


objective—the recognition of the 
Chinese delegates in the United 
Nations — seems entirely unrea- 
sonable. That is a question which 
will come before the General As- 
sembly of the United Nations for 
final settlement. It is hoped that 
the Soviets will take part in that 
session, and will put their point 
of view before the General Assem- 
bly, and the General Assembly 
can make the final decision.

IT IS CLEAR that no satellite 
nation can bring any influence to 
bear on Politburo thinking at the 
present time, but perhaps the free 
nations of the world, if they 
unite, can have some influence. 
Yesterday morning one of our 
commentators said that he felt the 
present situation indicated clear- 
ly that the ene world we hope for 
was now out of the question, and 
that day by day two worlds were 
developing. I do not think this 
is an inevitable development. It 
would be very unfortunate if it 
became permanent. I fully realize 
that in the present development 
of the Soviet Union we must be 
prepared for further? Communist 
aggression, similar to their attack 
in Korea, in'other parts of the 
world. And it is going to be a 
strain on the free world to accept 
uncertainty when they would like 
a sense of security. If all of us 
live up to our commitments, and 
remain at peace-without any stir- 
ring up of latent difficulties, we 
can have security. However, it 
may be a good thing for uncer- 
tainty to exist for it may stir us 
to building strength within the 
United Nations, and te getting 
firm commitments on certain es- 
sentials in the use of weapons of 
destruction.

What these were has no 
bearing upon the question of the 
moment—what should you dis- 
card? 

As is frequently the case when 
you pick up a good-sized pack, it 
contained three black threes. 
With no pack now on the table, 
you might consider it best to dis- 
card any useless card at this play 
—even a fairly dangerous one. 
Then, when the pack builds up, 


-you will have three safe discards 


left. 


But here’s the fallacy in that. 
You want to continue playing the 
take-the-pack game. That means 
you hope your partner will also 
be able to take a pack now and 
then. But it is vitally important 
for your partner, too, to have a 
few safe discards. That’s one 
reason why you want to get one 
or two black threes back into the 
discard pile as soon as possible. 
Another is that with three of 
them, almost any other card is 


more valuable in your hand, ex- 
cept if you are planning to go 
out and expect to meld the threes 
within the next turn or two. 

Obviously, with this hand you 
aren't even beginning to think 
about going out, so your proper 
play is to discard a black trey at 
once. 

Question: Blessed with wild 
cards to spare, we had picked up 
a huge pack and made all natural 
canastas. In melding out I put 
down four black treys; I didn't 
want to spoil any of my natural 
canastas. Couldn't I have made 
a meld of just the wild cards, or 
added them to the meld of four 
treys? 

Answer: No. You may not add 
wild cards to a meld of three or 
more black treys, you may not 
make any meld that does not con- 
tain at least two natural cards, 
and no meld less than a com- 
pleted canasta may contain more 
than three wild cards. So I’m 
afraid you were legally compelled 
to spoil one of your natural ca- 
nastas. And I doubt whether you'd 
get much sympathy. Most play- 
ers would be delighted to have 
such an “unfortunate” situation 
facing them.

David Atkinson Started With Nothing but Asthma and Ambition; Today He's a Star

AVID ATKINSON might have 

become a banker or a boxer. 

He might also have turned into 
a Casper Milquetoast wandering 
through life filing papers nobody 
will ever want and nursing an in- 
feriority complex of sufficient 
proportions to keep a convention 
of psychiatrists entertained for 
several days. 

Fortunately, none of these ca- 
lamities materialized and next 
Monday the lanky lad from Can- 
ada will be seen on che stage of 
the Municipal Opera as the Red 
Shadow, the Arabian Robin Hood, 
crooning sweet rothings into the 
shapely ear of a girl named Mar- 


go. 

The picture of Atkinson sing- 
ing the romantic lead role in Sig- 
mund Romberg’s “Desert Song” 
would have evoked considerable 
hilarity among his fellow-students 
in the fashionable Canadian 
boarding school our hero attended 
as a youngster. David was smart, 
but he was a weakling. He man- 
aged to shake off his French ac- 
cent, but he kept suffering from 
asthma, a chest deformity and a 
painful lack of aggressiveness. In 
an environment that hero-wor- 
shipped the athlete, those were 
dark sins indeed. 


“Some other weaklings and I 
started living in a dream world,” 
the handsome 28-year-old bari- 
tone recalls.

HILDREN, in spite of appear- 
C ances, often suffer during the 

hot days. We should try to 
make them as comfortable and as 
safe as possible during the sum- 
mer.

Everything would have turned 
out. all right if East had opened 
a spade, a diamond or a club, but, 
unfortunately for North - South, 
East had been dealt a pretty good 
heart opening, and so laid down 
the king. The result was that 
North went down two tricks. 

It required very little analysis 
to discover that six diamonds 
would have been cold, and so the 
atmosphere became a bit strained 
in the North and South direction. 


South said that he had bid the 
hand perfectly. He had delib- 
erately underbid on the second 
round, calling only one spade 
when he might have bid two 
spades, because he wanted to hear 
North’s voluntary response. When 
that response was two no-trump, 
South stated, he certainfy had ev- 
ery right to think six ho-trump 
would be a sound contract. The 
trouble was, he observed caustic- 
ally, that North had nothing re- 
sembling a two-no-trump jump 
over one spade. 

North, for his part, admitted 
that his own two no-trump had 
been a little aggressive, but de- 
fended that action as the least of 
evils, insisting that one no-trump 
would have been an even worse 
underbid. He insisted that South 
had. gone too fast in leaping 
straight to six no-trump. | 

This observer is inclined to 
blame both parties to the dispute. 
North’s two no-trump was un- 
doubtedly too strong, but South 
should have proceeded more 
slowly. Why not simply rebid the 
diamonds? North could not con- 
ceivably pass after jumping, and 
he might announce diamond sup- 
port, particularly if South him- 
self jumped in that suit. Then it 
would be a marked course to con- 
tract for six diamonds instead of 
six no-trump.

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How Socialism Starts 
By Fulton J. Sheen 


T IS generally held that 

the present trend towards 

socialism is political and eco- 
nomic, that it can be studied 
and understood in such terms. 
The truth is that socialism 
(like every other economic and 
political theory) is a seed, and 
that it will grow only in a cer- 
tain kind of soil. There have 
been some historical periods 
when socialism would have 
been rejected by men’s minds. 
Today it has a wide appeal be- 
cause the modern world pro- 
vides an environment that fav- 
ors, the growth of such a theory. 

This atmosphere which per- 
mits socialism to flourish is a 
psychological one. It consists 
of the decline, among vast num- 
bers of modern men and wom- 
en, of any belief in the soul’s 
immortality, of any hope of life 
beyond the grave. This leads 
to avarice: as soon as a man 
has disowned his heritage of 
eternal life and has begun to 
appraise his hopes in merely 
temporal terms, he reduces his 
own possibilities to those of the 
animals. He then begins to 
act like an animal; like the 
sow at the trough or the cows 
in the cloverfield, he tries to 
get for himself all that the 
trough or the cloverfield can 
offer him. He is indifferent 


as to whether his neighbor, 


fares well or not at all. He 
does not care who produced 
these benefits for him, or 
whether they are his by right. 
His own desire for them seems 
to justify anything he may do 
to get self-satisfaction. Social 
injustice results. 

The medieval mood was very 
different. All men then be- 


lieved that this life was a prep- 


aration for the next, and that 
the way they used the things 
of earth would decide the de- 
gree to which they would 
penetrate the things of Heaven. 
This attitude of mind put a roof 
on avarice; men restrained their 
own itch towards acquisitive- 
ness through fear of sin. Karl 
Marx was wrong in saying that 
religion makes men despise tem- 
poral things for the sake of the 
eternal. Religion does not re- 
duce our enjoyment of the good 
things of this life; but it pre- 
vents men from abusing tem- 
poral goods or seeking in them 
their only hope of happiness. 
Life is good to the man who 
sees the world as a vestibule to 
eternity. But men who think 
that wealth is necessary for joy 
soon grow to hate life. They 
see birth as a calamity, as the 
beginning of a harsh struggle 
for survival, in which other 
men appear as hated rivals. 
Discouraged over the difficulty

ages invite the State to make 
things easier for them by pro- 
viding every form of material 
security. Every man is pos- 
sessed of a craving for the In- 
finite; if he no longer believes 
in God, he will implore the 
State to give him various ersatz 
satisfactions: To keep him com- 
fortable, to save him from the 
burden of individual responsi- 
bility. Men who do not believe 
in immortality are always un- 
duly fearful of misfortGne and 
pain in the present life: seeing 
only a few short years ahead of 
them, they dread the prospect 
of having any one of these 
darkened by affliction. Their 
longing to have a gaurantee 
against every mishap induces 
the irreligious to turn their fu- 
ture over to the State and sue 
for its protection. That is why 
Socialism in which men give up 
their freedom to the civil au- 
thorities flourishes in times of 
irreligion. 

All men are imperfect and all 
men are aware of their own 
failure @o live up to their ideal 
of what they ought to be. The 
religious man knows that he 
“lets himself down” because of 
two causes: Original Sin, which 
all of us- have inherited, and his 
own, individual fault. He blames 
himself, but he does not hate 
himself, for he knows that God 
can use even such unpromising 
instruments as himself for a 
good design. He also knows 
that God will forgive his sins 
and help him to do better, if 
he is honestly eager to try. 

But the atheist has no such 
consolation. Faced with his 
own broken resolutions, his 
own shocking selfishness and 
slothfulness, he has a grim

These false philosophies are 
to escape from the human bur- 
dred and privilege of freedom. 
Freedom is, indeed, a burden: it 
implies the ability to choose, 
and the ability to choose means 
that we may sometimes make 
the wrong choice and be held 
accountable for it. Such respon- 
sibility frightens men who do 
not see that there is Mercy in 
the scheme of things. They try 
to escape responsibility by giv- 
ing their freedom away to 
someone else, in order that the 
blame for any failure shall be 
removed from them. One way 
of doing this is to turn all de- 
sions over to the State...to ask 
it to decide the work we shall 
do, the games we shall play, 
the place we shall live. Ex- 
tremists even suggest that the 
State shall decide who may and 
who may not marry, and urge 
that it murder the sick or aged, 
at its will. 

Socialism, thus, is seen to 
be the fruit of human despair. 
It results less from economic 
misery than from the destitu- 
tion of the empty heart, which 
only God in His plenitude could 
fill. -Socialism increases with 
each decline in the value men 
place on human personality and 
on human freedom, under God.
